Ration's Holiday Toll Is 
602 in Traffic Mishaps 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


With the close of the Labor 


Day weekend only several hours 
away, the death toll on the na- 
tion's roads was running ahead 
of the record rate for the last 
holiday of summer, set In 1966. 


There were 602 persons killed 


in traffic accidents at midnight 
EDT Monday. The death watch 
began at 6 p.m. local time Fri. 
day and ended at midni.jht local 
time Monday. 


The National Safety Council 


estimated that 575-675 persons 
would be killed in the 78-hour 
tabulating period. 


A council spokesman said 


Monday that, "The death rate is 
keeping slightly ahead of the 
1966 pace when the Labor Day 
record of 636 persons killed was 
set." 


There were 606 deaths record, 


ed during the 1967 Labor Day 
period. 


For comparison purposes, The 


Associated Press counted 518 
deaths for a nonholiday period 
of equal length starting Aug. 16. 


Howard Pyle, council presi. 


dent, noted Monday that, "Al. 
most all autos now have safety 
belts but the rate of fatalities 
indicates that perhaps less than 
40 per cent of the people are us- 
ing belts." 


"There seems to be a popular 


rejection of the safety belts," he 
added. 


The lowest death count for the 


three-day weekend since World 
War H was 246 in 1946. 


The 1967 July Fourth four-day 


holiday was the deadliest on 
traffic records. A total of 732 
persons were killed. 


At midnight EDT Monday 41 


persons had drowned and 22 died 
in boating mishaps for a total 
of 665. 
3 Persons Killed 
In Plane Crash 


WILKES.BARRE, Pa. (AP)— 


A single-engine plane crashed 
and exploded during a violent 
thunderstorm Monday, killing 
all three aboard, state police 
said. 


The craft splintered in the air 


as it nose-dived out of a low- 
lying wreath of clouds and 
smashed into a field in Dallas 
Township, 10 miles northwest of 
this Luzerne County commun- 
ity.State police said the craft re- 
portedly was heading to Chicago 
from Westchester, N.Y. They 
refused, however, to release the 
names of the victims pending 
notification of next-of-kin. 


Nothing was left of the plane 


except scattered rubble.

the nation's 
journalism 
schools. 


Members could include police, 


men, lawyers, sociologists, me- 
dia representatives but not pub- 
lic officials, he added. 


During the interview, Hum- 


phrey said four times that Chi. 
cago police "overreacted" In 
dealing with last week's disor- 
ders. And he added that he Is 
sure that Mayor Richard J. Dal. 
ey of Chicago "didn't want to 
condone the beating of these 
people with clubs."

U.S. B52 Bombers Blast 
VC Approaches to Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. B52 


bombers blasted enemy ap- 
preaches to Saigon in saturation 
raids Tuesday in hopes of 
breaking up large troop forma, 
tions possibly swarming up for 
a major attack on the capital. 


Five waves of the eight-engine 


planes hit west and northwest of 
Saigon Monday and three more 
hit early Tuesday. Most of the 
strikes were from 25 to 35 miles 
northwest and north-northwest 
of Saigon. 


A platoon of about 30 U.S. Ma- 


rlnes ran into trouble Monday 
during a helicopter assault just 
three miles north of the Leath. 
ernecks' demilitarized zone po- 
sition at the Rock Pile, scene of 
particularly savage fighting in 
1966. 


A Marine CH46 Sea Knight 


was shot down and destroyed, 
wounding five Americans on 
board. When the North Viet, 
namese troops finally pulled out 
of the area, they left 18 bodies 
behind compared to eight U.S. 
wounded, including those hit in 
the chopper. 


Monday was the 23rd anniver- 


sary of Ho Chi Minn's 1945 proc. 
lamationon the independence of 
the Republic of North Vietnam. 
Radio Hanoi indicated the na- 
tional day observances would 
continue through Wednesday. 


There was little significant 


ground action across the coun- 
try Monday following an early 
morning rocket attack on Da 
Nang which killed 27 civilians 
and wounded 46. 


North Vietnamese Premier 


Pham Van Dong said In an anni- 
versary speech broadcast from 
Hanoi that the Communist com. 
mand would "fight even more 
fiercely to defeat the U.S. ag- 
gressors." 


He said the past six months 


were "a time of unprecedented 
great victories, and victories 
more splendid than ever are 
awaiting us." 


Dong also said the United 


States must negotiate with the 
National Liberation Front "on 
all problems of concern to both 
sides In South Vietnam." 


New Czech Presidium Seeks 
Fast Withdrawal of Troops 


PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo- 


vakia's new 21-man Presidium 
met Monday with instructions 
from the Communist party Cen. 
tral Committee to obtain "the 
fastest possible withdrawal of 
foreign troops and conditions for 
carrying out the post-January. 
liberalizatlon-policy.'' 


In Paris, Soviet Ambassador 


Valerian Zorln said 
Soviet 


troops would remain In Czecho- 
slovakia "so long as there is a 
threat to the Soviet Union and 
other Socialist countries from 
Western and counterrevolution, 


xary forces." 


Reformist Communist party 


boss Alexander Dubcek made a 
speech before the Central Com- 
mittee, blaming party leaders 
for not anticipating Soviet-led 
Intervention, informed sources 
said. 


In what appeared to be the 


traditional Communist exercise 
of self-criticism, Dubcek said 
the party did not pay enough at. 
tentionto "the opinions of other 
states in the Warsaw Pact as a 
limiting factor In the speed and 
forms of our own political devel- 
opment."

reported Soviet denial as a pos- 
sible sign of a political settle, 
ment to the crisis between Bu. 
charest and Moscow that arose 
after the Soviet Union, Poland, 
East Germany, Hungary and 
Bulgaria Invaded Czechoslova- 
kia last month. 


Moscow was angered because 


Romanian's leaders openly sid- 
ed with the liberal regime In 
Prague. 


Most Western quarters agreed 


that Kremlin advocates of a 
hard-line policy might Still 
decide to send the Soviet army 
across the 620-mlle border to re. 
place President Nicolae Ceau- 
sescu's leadership with more 
pliable men. They predicated' 
this on any Ceausescu failure to 
convince the Kremlin of his loy- 
alty. 


The government and news 


media maintained silence on the 
Washington report, evidently for 
fear that publicity at this stage 
might bring new Kremlin pres- 
sure while the Soviet army is 
reported to be still massing 
troops along the Romanian DOT.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 


Board at Education, hoping to 
avert a threatened city-wide 
teachers strike at midnight 
Thursday, sweetened its wage 
proposal .to the Philadelphia 
Federation of Teachers by al. 
most $1 million Monday. 


The wage package offer — up 


from $10.1 million to nearly $11 
million — was rejected by the 
union's chief contract negotiator 
John Ryan. He termed the 
board's latest proposal "unreal* 
istic" and said the teachers 
sought a package in the neigh, 
borhood of $30 million. 


Ryan said the union's de- 


mands were based on a reduc- 
tion of the minimum class size 
to 25, salary increases and the 
creation of a health and welfare 
fundforthe 12,500 public school 
teachers. 


The $10.1 million package of- 


fered last week would give the 


teachers a 9 per cent salary 
boost this year and next ft 
would also bring the starting 
salary of $6,100 to$7,200 by 197t. 


The latest otter would give a 


better than 18 per cent salary 
boost over the next two years to 
teachers with four to 10 years 
of experience. 


A spokesman for the school 


board said the latest offer is 
"the maximum" it can afford 
to approve under its current 
$243 million budget for 1968.89.

KAKHK, Iran (AP) —Swollen 


bodies, piles of debris and a 
crumbling mosque are all that 
remains of the once prosperous 
town of Kakhk after Saturday's 
disastrous earthquake. 


An official spokesman said, 


the over.all death toll from the 
double quakes in Eastern Iran 
probably would be between 
10,988and 11,588. This town it 
self had 7,000 citizens and 6,000 
are believed dead. 


Some of the people of Kakhk 


wandered aimlessly, weeping. 
Others were too numb to cry. 


The search for the missing 


went on. The almost total ab> 
sence of children was immedl. 
ately apparent. 


Normally 
they would be 


climbing over the bulldozers 
and trucks. But In Kakhk near, 
ly all the children are dead. 


Only 3,500 bodies have been 


recovered in Kakhk, which lies 
almost on the edge of the great 
DashtKaveer Desert, hiding be. 
hind a range of hills. 


Along the town's streets the 


people 
stand, 
bloodstained 


clothing their only possession. 


Little Parven, a 5 year old 


girl, pleads: "Allah I want my 
parents. . . I need my mother." 


She is the only survivor of a 


family of seven. 


An elderly woman and her 3- 


year.old grandson were pulled 
out alive Monday— 48 hours aft. 
er the quake struck. She was 
reading the Koran, when res- 
cuers reached her. The child 
was crying for food. 


"Suddenly the ground was 


moving under my feet, then 
everything went dark and with 
a deafening crash everything 
crumbled down," said farmer 
Javid Tabasi, 42. 


"A few seconds later there 


were screams and cries to ev- 
ery direction."

The argument that Senator Mc- 
Carthy was the clear choice of 
the democratic voters, let alone 
of the people, was simply an act 
of faith. Senator McCarthy en. 
gaged in a number of primaries. 
He lost one to Lyndon Johnson, 
two or three to Bobby Kennedy. 
The assertion that he was clear, 
ly more popular than Hubert 
Humphrey was neatly dashed by 
the Harris Poll, announced on 
the morning of the nomination, 
indicating that, up against Nix- 
on, McCarthy and Humphrey 


were about even. And anyway, 
it has never been a secure 
dogma of democratic faith that 
the man who does well in the 
preferential primaries should 
automatically be nominated. If 
that had been the case, Estes 
Kef auver would have been nomi- 
nated in 1952. But at that time, 
none of the crowd who were 
moaning about democratic in- 
tegrity felt soiled at having Ad. 
lai Stevenson foisted upon them 
by the Truman organization. 


What was distinctive this 


time? Was it the tactics 
of 


Mayor Daley? Some of them 
were manifestly inglorious.but 
so were the provocations, and it 
was more Mayor Daley, not the 
Democratic muse, who accepted 
responsibility for maintaining 
sufficient order in Chicago to 
permit the transaction of po- 
litical business; and, assuring 
that no prominent Democrat 
should be shot by an assassin. 


If the brutality of policemen 


was merely that ~ brutality of

Unconvincing. And while we 


are at it, was Mayor Daley's 
manipulation of the Illinois 
delegation less obvious than, 
say, Boss Unruh's over 
the 


California delegation? But we 
weren't cross at him, were 
we? Because Unruh was with 
the good guys. 


And the good guys in Chi. 


cago, and that is the point of 
the whole thing, were the guys 
who held a particular, narrow 
point of view concerning the war 
in Vietnam. They and their can. 
didate Eugene McCarthy were 
the 
lodestone of morality. 


Everything in Chicago, from 
police brutality to defective air 
conditioning, was construed as 
an anti-democratic plot. Be- 
cause the crusaders by defini- 
tion supposed that anything that 
conspired against their victory 
was anti-moral, anti-democrat- 
ic. So that they left the amphi- 
theater searching for conven- 
tional reasons to justify their 
fractiousness; in the case of 
some of them, to justify their 
departure from the Democratic 
Party. 


They are entitled their way, 


but the Democrats who nomi- 
nated Humphrey, who resist uni- 
lateral withdrawal from Viet, 
nam, who don't believe that 
irruptions of hippy idealism are 
the source of political wisdom- 
they are entitled to make their

The mostiar-reaching, gigan- 


tic, potentially revolutionary 
housing law in the entire his. 
tory of the U. S. went quietly 
on our statute books in the 
pre-convention confusion 
early August. 


It's a giant of 


pages long!It's 
so packed with 
new or vastly 
l i b e r a 1 iz- 
e d provisions 
that even hous- 
ing specialists 
admit they're 
not yet aware 
of all that the 
law 
contains. 


As Congress rushed to take off 
for the conventions, House and 
Senate members just lumped 
together their favorite pro- 
posals and passed them, with 
the result that the law is loaded 
with new andinsomecases,dual 
approaches. When the "sleep- 
ers" are discovered, their 
ramifications could be extra- 
ordinary. 


Because the law is so mass- 


ive and because of the 1968 
election turmoil, it will 
be 


months before It is translated 
from paper to reality by the 
appropriate regulations of the 
appropriate Federal agencies. 
It could be a year before build. 
ers, buyers, renters, investors, 
even begin to feel the impact. 


Meanwhile, housing experts 


are working around the clock 
to interpret the law for their 
industry clients. As an illus- 
tration, Prentice-Hall is now 
privately circulating an exhaus- 
tive analysis by two of its edl. 
tor-experts, Eli Warach and 
Everett Dashoff. 


From this private report and 


an interview with Warach, I have 
obtained the material in today's 
and tomorrow's columns. 


•To summarize and dramatize 


what 
a tremendous break- 


through this Is, the 1968 hous- 
ing law could: 


4 + Bring decent housing for 


the first time within the reach 
of low income families, those 
with yearly earnings as low as 
$3,000 to around $7,800. This 
would be done through subsidies 
to help cut the monthly mort. 
gage payments for these fami- 
lies to levels they can afford. 
As a result, this could, to 
quote President Johnson, be 
"the rnagna carta to liberate 
our cities." It could provide 
the means through which 6,000, 
000 units would be built for poor 
and moderate income families 
in the next decade, thereby re- 
placing all existing substandard 
dwelling units in the nation.

Congestion Poses Problem 


Pearson 


WASHINGTON — Now that the nation has 


gotten over the political hiccups at Chicago and 
Miami Beach, Washington today will start grap- 
pling with the long delayed problem of congested 
airports. 


In the Department of Transportation there is 


an electrically lighted map of the US A revealing 
that at 17 airports planes take off or land every 
one to two minutes. The map 
also shows 41 airports where 
planes take off or land every 
two to three minutes. In ad- 
dition, there are 32 airports 
where planes take off or land 
every three to four minutes, 
and 92 airports where traffic 
goes in and out every six or so 
minutes. 


By far the greatest conges- 


tion is between Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Washington, together with the mid. 
west air metropolis of Chicago. 


And probably the biggest problem Secretary 


of Transportation Alan Boyd has to cope with 
is the powerful lobby of the private airplanes. 
This lobby, the AOPA, the Aircraft Owners 
& Pilots Association, is the equivalent of the 
National Rifle Association in its influence over 
Congress. Its theory is that one executive in a 
private plane is more important than 180 tour- 
ists In a big jet 707. The big executive should 
land first. 


• Sixteen per cent of -the traffic, coining,, intq - 


Kennedy airport in New York is made up of 
private planes. The private traffic into La 
Guardia and Newark is even greater .- 30 per 
cent. The flight rule that governs these air- 
ports is "first come, first served." 


In other words, a small private plane able 


to fly below the clouds can hop in ahead of a 
big airliner arriving from London or Paris 
which has to remain stacked in the air space 
somewhere between New York and Boston. Or 
the big jets flying up from Washington some- 
times have to circle over New Jersey for one 
to three hours while traffic piles up over 
La Guardia and smaller private planes hop in 
ahead. 


"General aviation," the term applied to pri. 


vate planes, is the "holy cow" of air traffic. 
The CAB doesn't like to discuss it. The De* 
partment of Transportation has nebulous power 
to control it. And Congress runs for cover 
whenever anyone tries to put commercial traf- 
fic ahead of private traffic. 


One remedy for air traffic congestion ob- 


viously is more airports. This, however, takes 
money at a time when Congress has decreed a 
smaller budget. It also requires local com- 
munities to pick areas not too far from cities 
where real estate values are not too high and 
where too many people do not object to moving. 
In addition, there is the problem of biid refuges 
which has cropped up in Morristown, N. J., 
where the New York Port Authority had planned 
to locate a big jet airport. The bird protectors 
of northern New Jersey ruled otherwise.

Westchester County, N. Y., has an excellent 


airport, but the business executives who own 
private planes object to landing there because 
it takes them 1V4 hours to drive to their offices 
in Manhattan. They want to land at La Guardia, 
from which they can reach their offices in 25 
minutes. 


When it comes to building more airports or 


even improving the traffic regulation of existing 
airports, the Congress bows to the powerful 
AOPA lobby. The CAB had estimated that com- 
mercial aviation accounted for 50 per cent of 
traffic into airports; the military 30 per cent; 
and private planes, 20 per cent. On this basis it 
was proposed to tax gasoline used at airports in 
order to finance Improved traffic facilities and 
future airports. 


But even a tax of 6 cents a gallon was vetoed 


by AOPA and eventually by its friends in Con. 
gress. Six cents a gallon would have paid for 
only a fraction of the 20 per cent estimated pri. 
vate planes' usage of airports. 
4Meanwhile, traffic continues to build up. Near 
misses, though unpublicized, continue almost 
every day; and the United States is almost cer. 
tain to hear from foreign airlines which have 
the right to expect reciprocal privileges in the 
United States. Since the Paris and London air- 
ports are nowhere as congested as New York, 
they are able to give immediate landing privi- 
leges to U. S. planes. Foreign planes claim 
th&y- .should, have the .same-immediate Bright 
to laaS in New York rather than consuming 
gasoline and frustrating passengers 
while 


stacked over New England waiting to land at 
Kennedy airport. 


Such are the.problems faced by Secretary of 


Transportation Boyd as he huddles with airline 
executives and private plane operators this 
week. 
Note; One airport -.problem is that planes 


are restricted to narrow approaches because 
of noise abatement regulations. Around Newark 
airport, for instance, one third of the population 
has moved in since the airport was built;never- 
theless, residents demand that planes not fly 
over their homes. Restricted approaches add to 
the traffic congestion.

How joes this shape up for 


Pennsylvania in the two months 
ahead? 


To begin with, the Keystone 


State again apparently is des* 
tined to be one of the major 
campaign battlefields in 
the 


presidential nap this fall. 


Both parties recognize the 


strategic importance of carry- 
ing Pennsylvania in November. 
The fact has been demonstrated 
repeatedly within the short 
space of the past few months; 
it is destined to come more to 
the fore in the short time ahead. 


The critical point is that both 


Democrats and Republicans on 


the national level believe they 
can swing the Keystone State's 
vote lever pullers in their re- 
spective direction. This feeling 
on the part of strategists of 
both major parties is not with- 
out good foundation. 


Big, populous, industrial and 


vote-heavy Pennsylvania today 
is a campaign plum worth pluck- 
ing for either party; it wasn't 
that way too many years ago 
when one party — the Republi- 
can Party — could be counted 
on to hog the show, lock, stock 
and flint. 


Historically a toothy and 


strong Republican state,Penn* 
sylvania has slipped into the 
Democratic column on presi- 
dential runoffs only five times 
in the past one hundred years. 


The most recent such ven- 


ture into the Democratic woods 
came four years ago when Pres- 
ident Johnson carried Pennsyl- 
vania as well as all the camels 
in the Mojave Desert. Prior to 
that it was the late John F. 
Kennedy in I960, and earlier it 
was the era of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, FDR carrying Pent), 
sylvania in three of his four 
campaigns, the last one the 
campaign of 1944. 


However much has happened 


in the KeystoneState since those 
FDR days. Pennsylvania donkey 
riders have come out of the 
swamps in.increasing number, 
and with two recent guberna- 
torial terms under their belts 
(Governors Leader and Law- 
rence, circa: 1055-62) there 
are far, far more Democrats 


roving the brush in Pennsyl- 
vania than used to be the case. 


Indications are that when the 


new -registration figures are 
finally and officially made avail- 
able they will continue to push 
Republicans hard even though 
the elephant riders do control 
Capitol Hill. 


What all this means is that 


Pennsylvania at this mid-twen. 
tieth century point is just about 
as evenly divided as it could 
possibly be; there is no con. 
elusive bell.ringing one way or 
the other. 


Thus the barrage of campaign 


fluff destined to fall shortly on 
the noggins of Pennsylvanians 
is perhaps understandable. 


Both parties are gunning for 


the Keystone State with Its big 
and crucial bloc of votes. 


Both presidential candidates 


are planning a series of full- 
blooded sorties into the state 
ere the snows of November 
have pelted the sunny shores 
of Lake Erie. 


Both parties on the national 


level 
have

Too 
Much 
Insulin 
The chronic diseases 
that 


people live with are usually 
a major concern of wives 'and 
mothers who see to it that 
family members maintain their 
diets and medication schedules. 


Traditionally, women are the 


"health guards" of the family, 
and they try to keep up-to-date 
on care of their loved ones. 
They need to be aware of new 
ways of treating the chronic 
diseases. New methods of treat- 
ing diabetes - for Instance - 
mean new life for millions. 


For 40 years after the dis- 


covery of insulin in the 1920*5 
It was thought that diabetes was 
a simple condition caused by 
the body's failure to produce 
sufficient Insulin. 


Injected Insulin became the 


traditional therapy used to treat 
diabetes. 


But 
then, In 1962, when 


scientists learned to measure 
Insulin levels in blood, they 
discovered that many diabetics 
may not be suffering from lack 
of insulin at all. Rather, it was 
found that some have excess 
amounts of insulin in their blood 
-together with excess sugar. 
The action of this excess insulin 
is presumably blocked or it is 
held inactive In the blood. 


It is now widely accepted that 


there are two types of dia- 
betics: the juvenile-onset type 
(in which the disease usually 
appears before age 15), who do 
suffer from an insulin shortage; 
and the maturity-onset type 


~ (whose 
diabetes usually ap- 


pears after age 40). 


These latter, about 75 per cent 


of all diabetics, number at least 
two million. Four out of five 
of them tend to be overweight 
and many of them produce more 
than enough 
insulin for the 


body's needs. 


Insulin excess In maturity-on- 


set diabetics may be one reason 
for their overweight, since cir- 
culating insulin when it does ul- 
timately 
lower blood sugar, 


can and often does increase ap- 
petite. By aiding the conver- 
sion of blood sugar to body fat 
this also leads to weight gain.

one of two basic types of oral 
antidiabetic 
drugs 
to lower 


blood sugar level. One of these- 
phenformin (DBI) — is unique in 
that it does not stimulate the 
body to produce more insulin, 
but rather seems to help the pre- 
viously blocked blood insulin in- 
crease use of blood sugar In the 
muscle while bringing about a 
reduction of excess insulin 
secretion. In the process, the 
diabetic 
frequently 
loses 


weight. 


Wives and mothers of dia- 


betics should know that the dis- 
ease is not simply caused by a 
lack of insulin. And; most im- 
portantly, they should know that 
excess weight can be a sign of 
diabetes.

pended by the spinal column. The rubbery pads 
(interveterbral discs) which fit between each bone 
of the spine withstand pressures up to 1000 
pounds. So the weight-lifter comes nowhere near 
lifting enough to crush the spine.

At 7,300 feet, performance should not be affected in field 


events or in running, swimming, or other activities which 
do not require more than two minutes of maximum ef- 
fort. In other words, enough oxygen is available for short 
periods of time, and since there is less air resistance, 
the athlete may be able to run faster than at sea level.

TBE KINZUA 
TAILWATERS 


It may take years, but the time will come when it will be 


determined whether The Creator of all Things or the Pennsyl- 
vania Fish Commission controls the species of fish that will 
adapt themselves to the ecological conditions that have, de- 
veloped in the tailwater section of the river since the con- 
struction of the Kinzua Dam. 
And to my way of tMnHngj 


these will be wasted years. 


For I am fully convinced that regardless of the manipu- 


lation of the flow from the higher gates, the downstream, 
conditions are going to remain more favorable to trout than 
to any of the warm water species, a conviction that isn't 
shared by the staff of the Fish Commission, But a personal 
conviction which is based on my own experiences and those 
of hundreds of other fishermen who have been fishing the tail- 
waters for the past several seasons. 


At first, as the huge monoliths were formed and the river 


tumbled through the limited openings in the construction 
area, the tailwater area became a fisherman's paradise for 
the bass, walleye and musky fisherman. For one reason or 
another the fish of these species swarmed into the turbulent 
and highly oxygenated waters there and what would have been 
considered fabulous catches in former years became common- 
place. 


But when the monoliths were finally completed and the dis- 


charge from the dam first became controlled by the gates, 
one could sense a change was taking place. Bass were still 
plentiful, some really over-sized walleyes were being caught 
in goodly numbers, and more than a fair number of muskies 
were being brought to net, but something was just different. 


Then on one cold November night a couple of seasons back 


I got the first inkling of just what was taking place. Jim 
Hetrick of St. Marys and I were the only fishermen there at the 
particular time as the action hadn't been too good for the two 
previous weeks and most of the regulars had given up for the 
season. But Jim and I were either more determined or dumber 
than the rest, we were still at it on a nightly basis. 


We had fished some three or four hours, I suppose, without 


success. I was at the top end of the cofferdam and was casting 
into the swift waters there. Jim was further down working his 
jig so that when it had swung around with the current he could 
work it back through the calmer waters along the shore. 


If I remember right, we had already made up our minds that 


if one of us didn't do something pretty quick we'd go home- 
when I got a hard strike almost in the center of the white-capped 
current. 
I set the hook, and right away I knew that I was 


fastened into something really worthwhile. 
I called out to 


Jim, and he came running up the length of the cofferdam. 


The spirited fish and the fast current provided me with an 


experience I will long remember. And although I finally got 
it to the side of the cofferdam, there was still the problem of 
finding a place where Jim could crawl down the 12*foot wall 
to net it. This we finally did and I led the tired fish to the spot. 


I couldn't see down into the deep shadows where Jim was 


searching for the fish in the beam of his flashlight, but Ms 
reports of progress were coming in loud and clear. Finally 
he called out, "Heyl If s a rainbow trout—about 20 inches and 
it'll weigh about three and a half pounds-what'U I do with it?" 
It wasn't trout season, so what could he do with it but cut it 
loose. 


This catch fired the zeal of both Jim and I for fishing in the 


tailwaters and in the next three nights—before a real cold 
snap drove us to cover—I caught three more trout and Jim 
came up with five. 
The smallest either of us .took at this 


time was a 15-incher that I caught on the second night. 


Well, the rest of the story is already history. Outstanding 
catches of trout have been made in the tailwaters ever since. 
But still the Fish Commission biologists stubbornly insiet 
that the tailwaters at the dam must remain a warm water fishery 
in spite of the fact that throughout the present season no 
notable catches of bass, walleye or muskies have been made 
by the thousands who have fished there. A few really sizeable 
warm water fish have been taken, but certainly not in the 
numbers they were in the good old days. 


If the Kinzua Dam tailwaters was the first location where 
"the trend to trout" had taken place, I could understand 
their attitude. But a classic example of where another famed 
warm water stream experienced an ecological change in the 
tailwaters of a dam is the White River in Missouri. Down- 
stream from this dam several miles of tremendous rainbow 
fishing has developed as the warm water species declined 
in numbers. 


The same thing has happened at several dams in the East. 


And Bing Loding recently sent me a clipping from a news- 
paper published by the machinists union (sportsman's column) 
that similar fisheries have developed below western dams 
under the most unexpected circumstances. 


In the column written by Charles Covell, he cites a case 


where a once-muddy stretch of the Colorado River where 
fishing was almost non-existent, the tailwaters of Hoover 
Dam is an outstanding trout fishery. Below the Navajo Dam 
in New Mexico, 14 miles of trout fishing waters have develop, 
ed in the desert. In all, Covell reports, more than a score of 
fisheries 
have been established or improved in the down- 


stream releases of various dams in the Southwest, and most 
of the 1,200 miles of water so developed supports trout as the 
predominant species. 


While I will agree with the Pennsylvania Fish Commission 


that more trout water in Warren County is one thing we don't 
need, it seems to me that it's becoming a pretty well estab- 
lished fact that in the tailwater sections of most dams Mother 
Nature is calling "the turn of events and its quite evident she 
seems to have a preference for trout in the tailwaters of the 
Kinzua Dam. 
It may be that the commission biologists can 


outwit the irascible old lady, but I am one who doubts it,
